Sierra Madre attorney to pay 
penalty to Irwindale and county

Charles Martin, Sierra Madre’s city attor¬ 
ney, will pay $400,000 in civil penalties to 
Irwindale and the county to settle a “conflict 
of interest” investigation by the Los Angeles 
County District Attorney’s office headed by 
District Attorney Ira Reiner. 

On Tuesday evening City Attorney Mar¬ 
tin told The News, “The (newspaper) stories 
are about as confusing as the two (newspaper) 
articles . . . The ebb and flow goes just about 
that fast. This is all part of the publicity and 
campaign concerning the Raiders. There is 
more to come. All is positive for our (Irwin- 
dale’s) side. 1 think we won (meaning the 
Raiders are coming to Irwindale). We’ll win 
even bigger. We feel confident we’ve landed 
the Raiders ... It is very positive and there 
are no regrets or embarrassments concerning 
ongoing settlements. In my mind I’ve just 
saved $10 million. We would have lost $10 
million if we couldn’t get free of the investi¬ 
gation. It’s a straight buyout as las as we’re 
concerned. There are always those who want 
to present the negative. Every path to suc¬ 
cess is filled with rocks and hurdles and bar¬ 
riers but we are on the right track and we 
will over come. We will get the Raiders. We’ll 
know all then who are negative.” 

Sierra Madre Mayor Andrew Roy Buchan 
.said, “1 don’t know anything about Irwindale’s 
finances. I know that Charlie has been a good

Reiner is quoted as saying Martin’s was a 
“classic case” of conflicting interests, since 
he was paid the nearly $1 million in addition 
to his regular salary from the city. The nearly 
$1 million was for fees for his service in 
bond agreements. 

Reiner also said Martin used his influence 
as city attorney toward appointment of the 
project coordinator for bond sales. 

Martin has been the subject of a two-year 
investigation by the district attorney’s office 
in his role in the negotiation of six bonds for 
Irwindale. Martin’s attorney, R. Zaiden Corrado, 
denied all allegations against his client and 
said Martin agreed to pay the penalty only as a 
way to avoid a lengthy court trial. 

The formal declaration was filed last week 
in state Superior Court. Of the $400,000 Martin 
will pay $150,0(X) to Irwindale while the 
remaining money will go to the county. Martin 
may not provide services beyond his regular 
assignments unless he is paid an hourly or fixed 
monthly wage, according to the settlement. 

Martin’s salary for 1986-87 was $113,700

On Dec. 6, a sunny Sunday afternoon, the 
Sierra Madre Public Library officially closed 
its year-long centennial birthday celebration with 
music, magic, and a stirring rededication cere¬ 
mony. The party’s over, but what a year it 
has been. 

There have been 28 varied programs (ai 
least two per month) geared for both adults 
and children. The adult presentations have 
ranged from authors Ray Bradbury and Eliza¬ 
beth Forsythe Hailey to astronomer Mark 
Ryne and the Nightblooming Jazzmen. The 
children’s programs, also, covered a variety 
of interests, for instance The Tree People, the

A family Film Festival, sponsored by the 
Sierra Madre Fire Department, lightened the 
summer evenings with showings every Wed¬ 
nesday night, June to August.

in reality, mistletoe is 
nothing more than a para¬ 
sitic shrub that grows 
in the crowns of broad- 
leafed trees. Yet accord¬ 
ing to National Wildlife 
Magazine, people hav 
often invested the plant 
with supernatural pow 
ers — in addition to let 
ting it provide an e\ 
cuse for a holiday kiss 
^ • 

For centuries, mistle 
UK was a source of won 
der and an object of wor 
ship for humans. Because 
the shrub grows high in 
trees without apparent 
rwts, many ancient civili¬ 


zations attributed magi¬ 
cal powers to it. In some 
etumtries, people be¬ 
lieved that barreti wo- 
niett could eoneeive aftei 
eatitig mistletoe, and that 
crops would grow bet¬ 
ter if tnistletoe adoitieil 
the fields. In othei places, 
warriors attached sprigs 
of the plant to their wea¬ 
pons to help protect thetu 
from injury or to ward 
off demons. 

The pleasatit custom 
of kissing under mistle¬ 
toe is thought to have 
originated in Niuse inyth- 
oloev. Mam Seattdiiia- 


vians have since believeil 
that if two people should 
eitibrace beneath a tree 
vvhei e mist let i>e is grovv- 
iiig, they would be blesseil 
with good hick and a 
healthy life. 

By eaily wiiiiei. irans- 
luceui bellies about the 
size of cut tents i ipen on 
the clumps and become 
an imporiani food si>uice 
foi a number of biiils.

cut sales ol' existitig single- 
family homes from 505, 
000 units in 1987 to ap¬ 
proximately 450,000 
units in 1988, C.A.R. 
said, l.ess affected will 
be condominium sales, 
which arc expected to 
decline by 8 percent. 

Despite the expected 
slowdown, 1988 C.A.R. 
President Dale Colby said 
he is optimistic that 1988 
will be a good year for 
real estate. 

“This year’s home sales 
figures were the highest 
California has seen since 
1979,” said Colby, a 
Glendora Realtor. “Even 
with a decline of 10 ner- 


cent next year, sales will 
remain relatively robust 
in California. Given the 
stretigth of our regional 
evonomy, we expect hous¬ 
ing demand to continue 
to be high.” 

There are several fac¬ 
tors which will cause sales 
activity to moderate iti 
1988, according to C.A.R. 
Chief Economist .loci 
Singer. 

“interest rates, which 
declined to their lowest 
level in seven yeais dur¬ 
ing the early part of 1987, 
will not be as favorable 
next year,” said Singer. 
‘‘Fixed-rate mortgages 
will hover in the itppet 
10 percent range during 
much of the first two 
quarters. However, we 
expect that inflationary 
pressures atid attempts 
by the Administration to 
shore up the floundering 
dollar will put fixed 
rates up beyond II per- 
cetit by the end of next 
year.” 

As fixed interest rates 
increase, buvers will con¬ 
tinue to be attracted to 
adjustable mortgages, 
added Sitiger.
